It was the British, also, who 
gave news of the isolation of the 
Crimea. They were informed that 
the Germans had knifed clean 
across above the peninsula, in the 
process cutting the railroad con- 
necting with the mainland and 
thus putting the Russians up 
against the hard necessity of re- 
inforcing their garrisons by sea 
routes in the Black-and Azovs seas 
exposed to German aerial and 
naval attack. 

The Germans, British experts 
anticipated, were preparing a land, 
air and sea offensive intended to 
seize not alone all of the Crimea, 
but the whole of the vastly more 
important industrial Donets river 
basin in the lower Ukraine. This 
would follow the German pattern 
in the south, where already much 
of the industry of the Dnieper 
river basin had been lost to the 
defenders. The Crimea is princi- 
pally important for its Black sea 
ports, but German occupation of 
the Donets basin would be disas- 
trous. 

The available information from 
Moscow itself did not support 
London’s gloomy picture —al- 
though this of course did not nec- 
essarily signify that London was 
wrong. 

The minimum of 25,000,000 ad- 
ditional men ordered to begin 
training next Wednesday, it was 
stated, will stand behind regular 
Soviet armies estimated to have 


west as of some weeks ago, along 
with another 4,000,000 trained men 
ready for immediate action.

So far as the United States is 


concerned, this decline has accom- | 


panied every slackening of the 
Nazi war pressure against Eng- 
land. On the other hand, when- 
ever Britain is reeciving setbacks, 


whenever her chances of winning | 
the war seem to decline, Ameri-| 


can interventionist sentiment tends 
to increase. It is noteworthy that 
since the outbreak of the Russian 
war, there has been a sharp 
growth. in the number of Ameri- 
can voters who think Britain will 
eventually win the war, the fig- 
ure rising from 50 per cent to 69 
per cent. 
Offense or Defense. 


Surveys by the American In- 
stitute indicate that during the 
first 11 weeks of the Russian war 
America continued to think al- 
most entirely in terms of the de- 
fensive, not offensive. What dif- 
ference the President’s speech last 
week made in the national atti- 
tude remains to be seen. 

Up to the time of that speech, 
surveys showed clearly that in- 
terventionist sentiment was dis- 


tinctly on the decline, as the Rus- 
sians stubbornly resisted the Nazi 
onslaught and as air-raids over 
Britain and British sea _ losses 
dwindled almost to the vanishing 
point.

‘show that the American people

The Objective 
The suggestion, by Mayor LeCraw, that a 
commissioner of public safety, named by the 
FBI, be brought to Atlanta and given complete 
authority over the police department, offers a 
genuine solution of the department confusicn. 
If, as indicated by offer of the police com- 
mittee to resign, all factions unite in determi- 
ation that the new commissioner shall have 
bsolute control over the department, the move 
olds bright promise of ending the political 
factionalism and recurring squabbles which, 
years, have hamstrung efforts for effective 
law enforcement here. 

Records compiled by the FBI paint a dis- 
couraging picture of local law enforcement for 
the past eighteen months. Compared to other 
cities, per hundred thousand of population, 
Atlanta’s record reveals a higher rate of crime, 
in almost all categories, than practically all, 
neluding cities both north and south.

It Had To Come 

It had to come. That is the reaction of 
most persons to the news that, under a work- 
ing agreement between the United States Navy 
and the British fleet, English-bound Atlantic 
convoys have been guaranteed heavy naval 
escort all the way from the shores of the North 
American continent to Britain. 

The United States has taken this announce- 
ment in its stride for the simple—and excel- 
lent—reason that most Americans recognize 
the basic point involved in the whole question 
of to convoy or not to convoy. And that is: 
What earthly good does it do the United States 
or Britain if we make efforts to supply Britain 
and the other enemies of Hitlerism with the 
products of our industry if those products land 
on the bottom of the sea? The majority re- 
action is, let’s get that material to them, even 
if it means using the United States Navy to 
do it. 

The convoy arrangement has much to rec- 
ommend it. In the first place, it is bound to 
result in an immediate drastic reduction in 
the toll of German submarine and surface 
raider warfare. In the second, it is expected 
that with Uncle Sam’s Navy seeing that planes, 
tanks, guns, ammunition, and all the other im- 
plements needed to defeat the bully of Berlin 
get to their destinations, a good 95 per cent of 
United States lend-lease materials will reach 
England safely. The agreement alSo permits 
the British fleet to concentrate its efforts on 


safeguarding its shipping for the last 800 crucial 


miles of the journey and to release naval units 
for much-needed reinforcement of the Mediter- 
ranean fleet. 

As for the United States fleet, Americans 
can take heart in the fact that the Atlantic 
fleet has been heavily reinforced and that the 
Army air force, using long-range two and four- 
engined bombers, has joined the Navy’s war- 
ship and fleet air arm units in creating as 
nearly as possible a constant patrol of the At- 
lantic all the way to Iceland. The fleet has its 
orders regarding the ocean “rattlesnakes.” And 
the marksmanship of our Navy has always 
been a point of pride.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
BEHIND NAPOLEON WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—It may be 


a matter of more historical interest 
than military significance, but Hitler,. already far behind in his 
Russian time table, has now passed the date where he might have 
equaled the record of Napoleon in eapturing Moscow. 

Climaxing a campaign 77 days old, Napoleon miarched into Mos- 
cow on September 14, 1812—129 years ago. Hitler is still 200 miles 
away. 

They both started out on their Russian invasion at about the 
same time, Napoleon on June 24 and Hitler two days earlier. Both 
reached their first important Russian objective, Vilna, in much the 
same time, Hitler in two and Napoleon in four days. _Napoleon was 
at Grodno July 5, Hitler June 23. Smolensk was taken by the 
French army August 16; the Nazis announced on August 6 that the 
battle over the city had been won. 

Here the comparison ends. In no other respects are the two 
campaigns similar. Napoleon, whose fastest mobile unit was a 
horse, started out with 600,000 men, a tremendous army for those 
days; Hitler is supposed to have employed some 2,500,000 men in 
the initial movement, most of them traveling in fast motorized 
equipment supported by 350 miles-per-hour dive bombers—un- 
dreamed-of military devices 100 years ago. 


DIFFERENT STRATEGIES There is likewise no compari- 


son between the’ strategies of 
Napoleon used a single spearhead drive 
Hitler’s attack was 


the two invading forces. 
against Moscow, always his main objective. 
spread out over an 1,800-mile-war front. 

Also the Russians used different tactics in resisting Napoleon 
than they have against Hitler. Outnumbered and usually defeated 
whenever it made a stand, the Czar’s army, purposely or otherwise, 
followed a policy of drawing the French in, desolating the country 
as it retreated. The two armies fought often and desperately, how- 
ever. 

Against the Germans the Russians have put up the stiffest kind 
of opposition all along the far-flung battle front. Before yielding 
Smolensk to the Nazis they apparently burned the city to the 
ground, just as they did before Napoleon captured it 129 years ago. 

Hitler’s original time table is said to have called for the con- 
quest of the Soviets in six weeks, which would be 42 days. If this 
is true, reasons of vanity suggest that he may have hit on the 
figure deliberately as a means of breaking Napoleon's record, which 
actually was only 43 days, making allowance for the 18 days the 
French army loitered at Vilna and the 16 days it halted at Vitebsk. 


NAPOLEON’S BLUNDER According to the historians, Na- 


poleon, military genius though he 
was, made one of his many blunders at Borodino, where the Rus- 
sians, seeking to block the road to Moscow, forced the main pitched 
battle of the war. Upwards of a quarter of a million men fought 
each other throughout the day of September 7, until some 70,000 
were killed or wounded. Ata decisive moment in the battle he was 
urged by three of his foremost generals—Ney, Murat and Davoust— 
to order in the reserves. The Russians were reported to be in dis- 
tress everywhere and the Imperial Guard, constituting the reserves, 
might have turned the tide definitely. Napoleon hesitated; finally 
refused. Next morning the Russians were in retreat again. 

There has been too much romanticizing about the most crucial 
phase of the 1812 Russian campaign. Some radio commentators and 
newspaper columnists have drawn a false picture of Napoleon’s 
victorious entry into Moscow, only to find a city of ashes which 
forced his retreat. and spelled his final doom. 

As a matter of fact, the city was quite intact when his army 
marched in a week after the battle of Borodino. It was not until 
the night of September 16, two days later, that Moscow was de- 
stroyed by fire. 


EMPTY CITY Historians are not at all agreed as to the cause 

of the fire. The French blamed it on the Rus- 
sians, who had burned Smolensk under similar circumstances to de- 
prive the invading army of supplies and shelter, but so eminent a 
Russian as Tolstoi, after a careful examination of all the known 
data, contends that the carelessness of the French soldiers, engaged 
in looting, was responsible for the fire. The Russians themselves, 
even civilians, had completely evacuated the city before Napoleon

“I love him more than ever,” said Mr. Lippitt. 

“I hate him, hate him, hate him,” said the beak-faced lady. 


NO TIME FOR HATE 


It was to vote what 


“Why,” said Mr. Lippitt, “this is no 
time for hates. The campaign is over. 
Roosevelt is the commander-in-chief. There is no turning 
back. I am for him until another campaign comes around. I think 
Mr. Willkie is a great patriot.” 

“T hate him,” said the beak-faced lady. 

“If you keep spreading hates you may not have a chance to have 
another campaign or to live your life as you've led it,” said Mr. 
Lippitt. 

“IT hate him,” she said, and went scuttling away... 

“That,” said Mr. Lippitt, “taught me something. It taught me 
this: There were a great many people who supported Wendell 
Willkie not because they were for him, but because they hated 
Mr. Roosevelt. We are glad to find them out and glad to be rid 
of them. I can see now they hurt us in the last campaign more 
than any other one factor. We had riding with us a great many 
influential persons who spent their time, not working for Willkie, 
but hating Mr. Roosevelt. I am a novice at this business, but I am 
learning, and the beak-faced lady helped me a lot.” 

All of which, of course, is true. 

The Roosevelt haters have now become the Willkie haters. Their 
hate is so vicious they easily can spread it around. They let it 
embrace Roosevelt and Willkie. You can find some of them private- 
ly supporting Mr. Lindbergh and Senator Wheeler. 

It is not anything new and, I don’t think, very alarming. It is 
not comfortable. But it is not really alarming. These small-souled 
people who go abolit spreading hates and lies don’t really amount 
to much. The great body of American people have the common 
sense to see them for what they are. They obscure the issues for 
a while, but not for long. 

The beak-faced lady, whose mind was distorted with hates, is 
a pretty fair illustration of their mentality and their general 


character. 

THE GALLUP POLL Those who spend their time hating Mr. 
Willkie read, I hope, the latest Gallup 

poll. The report was based on discussions of presidential possi- 

bilities in 1944. It showed that public confidence overwhelmingly 

supported Wendell Willkie. 

That ought to make it plain that he has the support of the 
people. Since he has that support, and since he consistently has 
supported the President’s foreign policies, it means the President 
and those policies have the confidence of the public. 

There simply is no getting around that fact. If the President 
overwhelmingly was elected on that policy, and if Mr. Willkie, who 
supports them and even urges going beyond them, is named as the 
man most favored in 1944, then those policies and those men have 
the support of the people. 

Mr. Willkie. it will be recalled, said in his campaign speeches 
that no one man could guarantee a peace. Peace, he said, was not 
something a nation could achieve by itself. 

The people can see that now. Hitler has shown them that a 
nation may want peace and yet be attacked and conquered in a 
bloody war. 

One of the very real disasters of our political system has been 
that the selfish Republican leaders in congress have refused to follow 
Mr. Willkie’s leadership. 

He is a great public servant, second only, perhaps, to the Presi- 
dent and to Cordell Hull. In many respects, he is more important 
than they. He could have been the one man, had there been bitter- 
ness and hate in his soul, who could have torn this country apart. 
Some of the haters tried to make him do it. 

He stands as one of the great mg¢n of this nation. He had char- 
acter beyond the expediencies of politics. 

One can understand why the small-souled, narrow, envious ones 


of the earth hate him.

Now that Bobby has started to school, you need not be surprised 
to receive reports of strife and mayhem. But whatever happens, 
don’t blame Bobby. He is what you have made him. 

To say that a six-year-old boy is “spoiled” or “ruined” is utter 
nonsense: but he has some rather serious faults, and you havent 
much time in which to correct them, for his character is beginning 
to jell and the next few years will tell the story. : 

His chief fault is that he doesn’t obey. He doesn’t become vio- 
lently rebellious; he simply ignores commands that run contrary to 
his desires. And whether you speak softly or sternly or squall at 
the top of your voice, he remains calmly and grandly indifferent, 

Have you ever wondered why he doesn’t mind? I think there 
are two explanations, and he isn’t responsible for either. 

About the noisiest thing in America is Niagara Falls, yet the roar 
becomes so familiar to people who live near that few are ever aware 
of it. 

By the time Bobby was able to use his hands, he began to do 
things you didn’t approve. And from that time until the present, 
he has been bombarded with a constant stream of “‘don’ts.” No 
matter what he did, bad or innocent, somebody cried “don’t” at him. 
And when he had heard that command forty times a day for several 
years, it no longer made any impression on his consciousness, 

If you had corrected him only when he did something really 
wrong, and at all other times had pretended not to notice his ime 
perfections, a ‘‘don’t” would mean something to him now 

Another serious mistake was that of depending on physical force 
instead of moral force. If you were ready to leave and told him to 
quit his play and put on his coat, you never wasted any time in 
argument. If he didn’t obey promptly, you seized him and got him 
inside his coat by force. It saved time, but it was poor strategy. 
For physical force is effective only within reach of your hands, while 
the range of moral foroce is unlimited. 

Maybe his teacher will be smart enough to undo the harm you 
have done, but I shouldn’t count on it. If the potter doesn’t shape 
the clay as it should be, nobody else is. likely to feel interested

MY DAY: Stresses Our Unity 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—I received a letter in my mail 
yesterday signed with an assumed name. The lady is much an- 
noyed with the President because she has been told that he has 

been holding a bill on his desk which happens 
to affect a particular situation in her own 
family. She has been told ‘this over a long 
period, and feels that an injustice is being done 
because the President has not acted. 

I have no idea what the particular pro- 
visions of this bill are, nor what the reasons 
are which have delayed the final signing which 
would make it effective, but I have learned from 
long é€xperience that there are always reasons. 
No matter how much I may be interested in 

some particular case, there are invariably a 
. ' great many cases which make further consid- 
So erations necessary for one reason or another. 


So “Judy Grady,” whoever you may be, I’ll mention the case 
you are interested in to the President, but I doubt if it is “ob- 
stinacy” on his part which is holding up the final. decision. I hope 
your “womanly spleen” won’t lead you into a course of action 
which will defeat the things you really care about. You happen 
to be annoyed over a serious situation which must, however, in 
the long run, be considered from the point of view of “the many” 
rather than from the point of view of ‘the one.” 


I wonder if my readers know of the new radio program which 
begins on Sunday, September 21, on the NBC red network, from 
12:30 to 1 p. m. eastern daylight saving time. This broadcast is 
announced by Dr. John W. Studebaker, U. S. commissioner of edu- 
cation, under whose auspices it has been arranged. There are to 
be six educational radio programs, under the title of “Freedom’s 
People.” These are sponsored by a special committee with which 
the U. S. Office of Education co-operates. Dr. Studebaker says: 

“Never more than now is national unity an absolute essential. 
The double purpose of ‘Freedom’s People’ is to show America the 
ability and aspirations of its Negro population, and to spur Negroes 
themselves to greater service by examples of their work.” 

The first broadcast will show what Negroes have done in Amer- 
ican music, and at intervals of about a month, the five other pro- 
grams will follow. 

I hope that many people will listen to these broadcasts, for the 
more we know about each other and about our contributions to the 
good things in our country, the less we shall be liable to fall a 
victim to that most pernicious thing called “racial and religious 
prejudice.”

We don’t have a ‘red shirt’ or ‘B’ 
squad with 30 more boys on it, as most other schools do. 
We have just 37 players, not including the freshmen,” 
Sanders pointed out. 

Vanderbilt has a lean squad, probably the smallest (as 
to number) in the Southeastern Conference, but it also has 
a lean, hungry look to it. The line is just as big as any- 
body’s first-string line. And while there isn’t a plenitude 
of reserve strength, either in line or backfield, the Com- 
modores ought to do right well until they wear out. 


That was their trouble last year. They did all 
right while their strength held out. When the regu- 
lars and the limited array of shock troops exhausted 
themselves, there was nothing anybody could do 
about it. Except the opposition. 

I watched the Commodores engage in a full-length 
scrimmage against a near-by nonconference college the 
other dav. The scrimmage was played by halves and was 
only the second in which the Commodores had engaged.
